llam J. Bryan cornnients aa follows to-
duy upon tho Pennsylvunla Stute Capl¬
tol graft:
"The people of Vlrginia voted ?1.000.^

000 for the. orectlon of a Capitol bulld¬
lng at Rlchmond. A mflgnlflcent slruc-
ture was the result; but tho publlc
offlclalH having tho matter ln charge
have put themselves ln dlsfavor wlth
the Pennsylvanla gentlemen who at-
.tended to the constructlon of the Key-
Htone State Capltol. The Illchmond
bulldlng c6st only $000,000, and $100,000
of the appropriation waa covur-d back
Into the Stato treasury. The Virginia
Capllol cost tho Vtrglnlahs less than
the graft worked on the Pennsylvanla
Capltol in the one item of bronze work
alone. The graft-workor ln Fennsyl-
vanla, on the one llem of furniture for
the now Capltol, would have pald for
the crectlon of two such buildlngs as
the one to whlch loyal Vlrglnluns point
wlth prlrle.
"The dlfference between the Pcnnsyl-

vania bulldlng and the VIrglma bulld¬
lng Ik that thc former was bullt by
dishoncnt rnen, who robbcd the State,
while tho-rlatter was bullt hy patrlotk
men, who looked after the hest inter-
psts of Ihelr Commonwealth. Tho for¬
mer Is the logle.al result of allowlng n
rotten polltical machine to run thc
State; tho latter ls the loslcai result
of Intelllgent aml honest partlclpatior
In publlc affairs.

"Jt ls to be lioped that at some tliw
In the future the people of Pennsyl¬
vanla wlll reallze tho necessity of run¬
nlng tlielr own public affairs, lnsteat
of leaving them to the tender merclei
of a polltical machine that liesitates
at no crime calculated to perpetuat<
ItH hold upon the publlc revenues."

Mr. Bryan Is mlstaken In hls flgurei
as to the Virginia Capltol. whlch was
not wholly construrted, but merely re
constructed and enlarged by the add!-
tlon of two wlngs. The cost of tlu
fireproof reconstructlon was less thai
the appropriation of $250.ooo, but s
Mim not ei'eeedlng $50,000 was ex
pended ln furniture, furnlshinici' ani
accessorles. Tho contract for recon
structlon and enlargement was lesi
than tho appropriation.

CORRESPONDENTS ALL
PRAISE EXPOSITION

WASHINGTON, D. C, September 19..
The delegatlon of Washington corres-

pondents who vlsltcd tho Jamestown
Exposition over. Inst Sunilny have come

back to Washington wlth nothing but
good reports of what thoy saw. Some
of them were down at the time of thf
opening. and dld not hesltate to roasl
the exposltlon for Its unpreparedness
but they say that now everythlng ll
in shlpshape, and that the exposltlor
compares favorably ln quallty wlth anj
that they havc seen. They found tlu
government exhlblts- to he superior tr
that. of nny prevlous exposltlon. On<
of the exhlblts ln whlch the correspond-
onts took especlal interest was the big
mlnlature of the Panama Canal,
The trouble the authorltles of tlu

exposltlon aro now having over socla
mlsunder-tandlngH wlll not ln the leasi
affect tho exposltlon as a pln.ce of ln-
ter-.-st.
